| very name of Controverſie ſounds harſh in the Ears of many 
ſober People, befides my ſelf, and thoſe whoſe Cauſe I am vindica- 
ting: Bur foraſmuch as it is become the ſubjeCt of the enfuing Trea- 
tiſe, I judge it convenient to acquaint” thee, that whatever Motives 
my Adverſary had in giving the oecafion, it'is not for the ſake of 
Controverlie nor any worldly-Intereft or advantage fought by me;: 
but ſingly tor Truth and Innocencies ſake, that Tthus appear, in de- 
fence of both, from groſs miſrepreſentation, and a very ill Cha- 
rater ; wherein my Adverſary has: exceeded to that degree, as 'if 
he deſigned by that means to make'his words good, viz. That I 

ſhould have occafion to with. I had never put him upon this under- 
taking ; for I ſeriouſly profeſs,” that laying aſide the Abuſes and Tn-' 
fulrs of his Book, I ſee no occation for ſuch a conjeEture : If Truth: 
and Rightcouſneſs' had been his Baſis; Sobriety and Temperance 
would have been his Ornament ; but this being wanting his Argu=- 
ment proves fallacious, and his Treatment uncivil, and Injurious : 
which excited that degree of averſion in me, that I was ready at 
firſt to conclude, to bear his Reproaches with ſilence: Bur the con- 
ſideration of the TruthI profeſs as being expoſed by his groſs miſre- 
preſentation and\calumr.y, oblieged me'to this further concern : My 
deſign herein being to undeceive, and give a better and truer inform- 
ation of the Quakers Principle, of the Divine. Light, to the ſober 
minded, and honeit enquirer,' then F. V. hath done; wherein TI 
have aimed at fomething more then Controverlie, viz; ſuch an Vi- 
luſtration of the Principle of Divine Light, as may be uſeful and 
ſerviceable to moſt Capacities ; as concurring with Scripture-Laa- 
guage, and confirmed with its divine Teſtimony: And though I 
have not given it the Title-of ſuch a Treatiſe; I hope it will be 
found not leſs delerving it, then my Adverſaries. 
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I ſhall now (apprehending it in ſome ſort neceflary) acquaint 
thee with the occafion-hereof, F. N. writes a Book, entituled, Re- 
fleftrons on the Conautt of Human Life, &c. which Title carried the 
face of ſomething worthy of enquiry and ſearch, and to do him 
Juſtice, there are many excellent expreſſions and undeniable Truths 
1n it; And although divine Expericace and: enjoyment is of much 
more value with the Qakers, then the fineſt Speculation, or Notion; 
yet many were pleaſed with. the ſubje&t, eſpecially conſidering from 
whence.it came, becauſe they look upon 1t- as tending to promote 
the Principle of Divine Light ; which according to the Lakers, is: 
not only perfeQtive of the underſtanding, but is that Grace of God: 
that brings Salvation, and-hath app:aied unto all men, teaching to: 
deny Ungodlinz{s and worldly Luſts,and to live Godlily,Righteoully 
and Soberly in this. preſent evil world ; whereby the Soul comes to 
experience Redemption throughly ; not only to have:the underſtand- 
og enlightened, but the will and. affections ReQtified, and purified. 

Thus the Qxaters,, Rejoycing inthe Truth, was ready and willing 
to. believe F. N. intended the ſamething by his Notion of the-Light, 

for the ſake thereof , would have born bis unkind Refle- 
100 on them, had he ſtopt there : But how it came to paſs I know 
not, after he had ſaid poſitively, This is Trath, this is that Light 
within, ſo darkly telkt of by ſome, who have by their Auckward, unto- 
ward and unprincipled way of pomeing it, diſcredited one of the no- 
bleſt Theoryes inthe world; but the thing in it ſelf rightly underſtood 
is true, and if any ſhall yet call it. Quakeriſm, or Enthuſizſm,: it is ſuch 
Qgakeriſm as wakes up 4 good part of St. John's Goſpel,and Sr. Auſtin's 
Works:  Reflef?. on. the Cond, &c. pag. (77.) After this J. NV. puts 
forth in his ſecond Edition, an Aditional Poſtſcript, in which, whez 
ther from an-Emulatian of the” Qukers. Claim to the Prineiple he al- 
ſerted ; Jealouke of being eſteemed a Proſcelite ; thame of his Bre- 
threns Reproaches, - fear of loſs of preferment, or affefation of No- 
velty ;- I dare not determine; but:ſure I am, he hath greatly mil. 
repreſented che Quakers belief, and doQtrine of the Light within, ot-

Loe, near Bath ; and newly advanced to Bermerton near Sarum ; Late 
fellow of Al Souls Colledge in Oxford; a man of Refined Notions, 
one that has undertaken to Refle&t on- the Condutt of thoſe of his 
own Order ,as being able to diſcover ſuch profitable Truths, as they 
after all: their ſtuddy were Ignorant of, fhould be Reprehended by 
2Quaker ; A Manof that ſullen tribe whoſe viſible Mark awd Char atter 
ts Raſticity, as he ſays, pag. 2. Is with him ſuch an Intollerable piece 
of Rudeneſs as cannot be born, without rendring him an affronting 
an] provoking Adverſary. Therefore to purge himſelf from diſinge- 
mity, Miſrepreſentation, and ill CharaQter of the Quakers, and their 
Principle, as alſo. contradiAtion and error, as ſigned againſt him, 
He writes another Book, called, Two Treatiſes concerning the Di- 
vine Light ; "The firſt being an Anſwer, as he ſaith, to a Letter of a 
Learned Quaker, &c. And contains-an Explanation of his, former 
Miſrepreſcntation of the Quakers principle of the Light within ; 
with divers quotations out of ſome of their Authors; with deſign to 
make-'good his Charges; but inſtead thereof, he hath made his mar- 
ter much worſe than before; tor being ſhort and wanting, of proof, 
he hath laid the w hole ſtreſs of his Charges, both new andold, upon 
moſt unjuſt and partial Inferrences, and unfair and: undue Conſe- 
quences, contrary to the very. expreſ» words and ſence of the Au- 
thors he quotes ; Which-has been the occaſion of this undertaking,ard 
ſober Reply; not only to vindicate the cauſe of myJuſt Reprehenſion, 


but to detect, and ſhew how theſe Abſurdities, Self-contradiQtions, 


and Incoaſiſtancies, . he would be thought to have faſtened on the 


Quakers, return upon himſelf as may appear by the ſequel; where-

- I further ſhew that while he pretends his 
Re Light to be Grace, as to certain degrees of it; He oppoſes 
Kel. 5 3 i: to that ſpecial and peculiar Graee of Chriſt, whereby 
| he reftores Laps'd man from the Corruption of his Naty- 


ral ſtate : Thatthe Conſequence of this is-that he makes his Lighe ' 


not to be Chriſt; for Chriſt is Grace in his whole Nature and kind, 
fall of Grace and full of Truth; and if not-Chriſt, then not the 
Divine Logos, for they are one, conſequently his Light can be no 0- 
ther ; but mans natural Light;(as they call it) or the remaining Light 
of Creation, or Rational Spirit; andthe Divine Logos uſurpt for it. 
This new ſtarted Notion of this Clergy-man, with his extrava- 
ant abuſes of the Quakers, and their principle of the Divine Light, 
which he hath joyned with it, have been the ſubject of diſcourſe for 
ſome time ; who bcing Reprehended for it, hath ſtretched forth his 
Hand, and ſet his V/its and Pen at work againſt the Truth of God; 
as Revealed to, and believed by the People called Quakers, as man 
before him hath done, whom God hath Rebuked ; and whoſe wil. 
dom he hath confounded and brought to nought ; and hath cleared 
is Truth in the faces of his Enemies, from the many groſs Calum- 
nies of. our Day ; And cauſed his Divine Light toſhine out of dark- 
neſs, and to ſhinein the Hearts of many Thouſands, to give them 
the Light of the Knowledge of the Glory of God in the face of Chriſt 
Jeſus, &c. which was before theſe pretended Philoſophical Notions 
had a being, and will be when they ſhall have no place. 


One might Reaſonably thigk F. VN. is ſtrangely metamorphized, . 


 fince he wrote his Reflections on the Conduct of Human Lite, with 
reſpect to the ſtudy of Learning and Knowledge, in which he ſhews 
the vanity of the common way of Scholattick diſputation, viz. Rail- 
-ing of Sillogiſins upon Ambiguous and miſtaken Propoſitions, 
which he calls meer quibbling, and ſo indeed it is, and the whole 
procedure to be rejected as Idle, and Impertinent : But F. N. under- 
taking to maintain his Injurious Charges, and Imputations of Ab- 
ſurdity, and Contradiction, on the Quakers ; and wanting proof, 
hath bee » put to his ſhifts, and reduced co fly to that for help, he had 
{olately, and loudly decryed, viz. Forming Sophiſtical Sillogiſms,

and drawing poſlitive Concluſions not barely from -Ambiguous; bue

ciple of the Light to be che Divine Body of Chriſty: his. Flefh and.- 
Blood, that came down from Heaven ; according to the 6th of Johnz 
makes'this Concluſion to Reſult from it ; viz. That thereby it is -

The thort of the matter F. v. ſays, lies in this form of Argument,

Therefore the Light within is:a' Body. Suppoſe this-were grant- 
ed; - how does this-prove his aſlertion, that it is a corporeal ma- : 


terial: Creature ? Seeing Chriſt is that Divine Sabftance- the Qua-» + 


kers make their Light to be. 
See here F. NV. preſumes; upon. his conclulion of -a Body, he - 


| makes his conſequence to be,. that it is a Material and Corporeal 


Creature: But the Quakers Light is no- more-ſo by- his Sillogilin + 
than J. NV. is another kind of Being than he -was made. 

After this kind of method F.. hath-treated the Quakers, whiclz - 
isa..Trick as himſclf ſays, -ſeemingly. to prove ſomething, when- 
really it proves nothing ;:' like his: Egg-Sophiſtry, . Reflet?. on the 
Conn &c. pag. 55. The ſequel will make this-further appear ; by 
which we may ſce that ſome School-men-will venture at any thing, . 
rather than learn to:deny themſelves; Self-Love, Self-Will, Selt- 
Conceit,C«. But above all,'tis-Innocency GoJ4 regards : Truth in the 
Inward parts he loves. *Tis not what thou canſt talk- of, but what 
thou and men arc inthe Covenant of Righteouſneſs, that renders 
thee and me, and aH-men acceptable in the fight of God, who. will 
not give his Glory:to another, nor his-Praiſe toGraven Images.

That the Divine Light, or Seed,-may be ſo at ſome times, in many, I 
grant, eſpecially while Man remains in the $leep of Death, and unſenſible; 
and before he be. in ſome meaſure .qnickened and awakned, and after he is 
quickened and awakened, --if he fall -afleepand die again: But 1 affirm that 
it has not been always ſo, nor does always remain ſo in its ſelf; in Man, 
as paſſive, or to uſe J- N's: expreſſion as dormant there, and like hot em- 
bers covered up under Aſhes; No, God .be infinitely praiſed for the con- 
trary, for then man muſt have periſhed without remedy, being dead, or 
vnable.to help, or convert himſelf to the Light; It is true as R. B. ſays, 
Many times it-lies in mans Heart, as a naked grain in a ſtony Ground 


Bat this does not infer that itlies ſoalways ; no, God forbid; ſometimes 
+t breaks the Stones, and- makes way for its entrance, in ſome degree; 0o- 
-therwiſe the Soul of man mult remain in Death and Darkneſs, according 


to- the experience -of holy.David, Plal. 119, and 130, The entrance of thy 


'Wird giveth Light, it giveth Underſtanding to the Simple : And though R. B. 
compares it likewiſe here to Medicine, and in other places to a Phylitian, 


yet not ſuch, as will at no time exert its power 3 whether the Patient will 
or no (for indecdin this ſtate the Patient has no will to any thing that is 
good) to faras to manifeſt the Phyſitian hath done his part; But on the 
contrary the Paticnt ſometimes is awakened out of his Lithurgy, and is

the Goſpelis not outwardly preached, nor the Hiſtory of Chriſt outwardly 
known; but by its being preached in every Creature; Many are compre- 
hended that have not the outward knowledge; therefore of thoſe many 
ſome may be ſaved; to prove that all men have a meaſure of ſaving Grace, 
he.quotes that. excellent ſaying of the Apoſtle Paul to Titas, cap. 2: 11. The 
Grace of God that bringeth Salvation hath appeared unto all men, &c. joyned 
with R:m1.5.18. From which he ſhews it naturally follows that all men, even 
the Heathens may be ſaved, 'for Chriſt was given a Light to enlighten. the 
Gentiles ;, and ſo he comes to anſwer the great ObjeQtion, viz. That there 
isno Name-under Heaven by which Salvation is known, but by the Name. 
of Jeſus ; and further ſays, Though they- know it not outwardly, yet if 
_ they know it inwardly by feeling the vertue and power of ir, to free them 
from Sin and Iniquity in their Hearts, they are ſaved by it ; He confeſſes 
there is no other Name given to be ſaved by ; but Salvation lyeth not in 
the literal, 'but experimental knowledge; albeit thoſe that have the Jitteral, 
| . knowledge are not ſaved by it ; withont this real and experimental know- 
ledge; yet thoſe that have the real knowledge, may be. laved-without the 
external z and ſo he goes on andeenforces his Argument, conſiders the ſtate of 
infants, and:deaf People,and compares the ſtate of the latter to Chzjnces,or 1n-.

N. have ns under- 
ſtand him, that this enlightningand inſtructing, which require his atten- 
tion and conſulting, &c. had relation to his rational'faculty, to render” 
him arational and intelligent Being; ſurely he djd not intend fo then, for 
this double Reaſon, viz. - that before he did conſult and-attend to the Light, 
it would follow he conl4 not be a Rational and intelligent Being ; and" 
ſhould ceaſe to continue ſo any longer then white he continued his attention 
and conſulting; which1s to make his actual HJumination, and conſequently 
the means by which 1t-is procured, equally neceſſary at.all times; well 
then, why muſt we underſtand his a&val Illlumination'of all in this ſence 
now; ſince the fame conſequence will lye but to ſerve a turn: But take it 
either way, it brings him under a Delemma ; for if his Light, and irs A& 
of Illumination, be univerſally extenſive only in a degree neceſſary to ren- 
der men rational, and intelligent Beings; ſuppoſing: in that degree all 
conſult it; Then in thar degree it-is not Grace : But if he makes his Light 
to he Grace, and the AQ of its Illumination univerſally extenſive (only) 
to ſuch as attend to it and conſilt ir, and then ſuppoſes all do in ſome 
meaſure attend to-it and conſult it; and that conſequently all are enlight- 
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ned. He. places the ſtreſs of his. Conſequence, upon a Preſumption and 
Suppoſition unallowable,. becayſe untrue ; for all do not attend to and 
conſult the divine Light, as ſo-confidered ; but moſt Reliſt it, and Rebel 
againſt the Light, who knows not the Paths thereof: Thus J. N*s Suppo- 
fition failing, his Conſequence ſinks with itz and his Propoſition in the 
former quotations being diveſted, and cleared from theſe Evaftions on 
either hand, they remain as they were; and do and will inevitably imply 
a confinement of the Divine Light, as to the AQ of Illumination, to ſuch 
as attend to it and conſult it, which excludes the wicked, and muſt be un- 
:derſtood 'to be the good, or Regenerate; conſequently what he would 
faſten on the Quakers, lites on himſelf, and the contradiction 1 aſſigned 
upon him is made good. 

Thus upon the whole matter whilſt I grant he makes his Light to be no 
ſpecial priviledge, but the common and univerſal benefit of all men, yea of 
ES all the intelligeat Creation, according to his 4th Arricle; I plain- 
P42: 73* 1y ſhew he-makes this univerſal benefit to be, in his own words, 
a mans: Natural and Ordinary way of underftanding; and what is that, but 
the exerciſe of the Rational Faculty of his Soul; or in a word his Natu- 
ral Reaſon; fo that in.the cdaclufon it amounts to no more then as is be- 
fore obſerved, viz. That according to him, it is univerſal as to the AR of 
its Illumination in this ſence only, viz. of Reaſon, and not Grace; whence 
it is he ſuppoſes all men do in fome meaſure, attend to and conſult the Di- 
vine Light, as neceſſary to render them rational and intelligent Beings 3 
as though Men ceaſed to be any longer Rational and Intelligent Beings, 
then whillt they conſulted and attended the Divine Light, which I deny ; 
forthen Adam with all his Poſterity in, the fall, would have ceaſed to be 
Men; ſecing nothing differs Man in that ſtate from the Beaſt, but his rati- 
onal property; and it cannot be ſuppoſed, that when Aden had conſulted 
with the Serpent's Spirit that had entred Eve, and was ſubdued by it, un- 
der Sin and Tranſgreſſion; and ſo dyed, as to his Spiritual Life, that 
notwithſtanding while in that eſtate; Hedid or could conſult with, and 
attend to the Divine Light, with reſpe& to his Rational Life; but the con- 
trary, Viz. That he was therein alſo enſlared, and captivated by the Scer- 
pent's power and wiſtlom. 

Thus J. N. ſuppoſes what is not at all to be ſuppoſed, viz. thatall men 
does in ſome meaſure. attend to and conſult the divine Light, would to 
God they did ; butit is moſt certain they do not, witneſſed by the Apoſtle 
Paul, Rom, 3. 10, 11, 12. deſcribing the condition of Man in the Fall, There 
1« none Righteous no not one; There 15 none that . underſtandeth, there is none that 
ſecketh after God, They are all gone out of the way, they are al:ogethur become 
wnprofitable, there is none tiat doth good, no not one. Surely then it mult be 
confelled, that in-this ſtate none does attead to and conſult the divine

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Light : The Imagination of the thoughts of mans heart being only Evil 
and that continually. 

1 think now we are at the bottom of ]. N*s Notion of the L ight, being 
a mans Natural and Ordinary way of underſtanding; and ſee what it a- 
mounts to,and that he might not be underſtood by his 5tþ Arricle,to deny or 
contradict what he aſſerted in his 4th, viz.That all are aually enlightned. 
He is content to have his Light underſtood in a reſtrifted ſence, viz. not 
48S an extraordinary acceſlion to the Natural Light, pag. (50.) but Natural 
Light, or that by which man is rendred a Rational and Intelligeat Being + 
not as ſaving Grace, in the whole kind of it, peg. (9!.) but as an ordinary 
requilite to human underſtanding, that is to qualifie Man to he a reaſons 
able Creature: This is a juſt and true account of his ſence and expreſſions, 
let it go as faras it will 3. But if this be all he intends by his Light; It is 
manifeſt, that whilſt he profeſles it to be the Divine Logos; He debaſes 
and not exalts it ; for as ſo it is, Chriſt Jeſus, who is full of Grace and full 
of Truth ; otherwiſe I ſee no reaſon to call it Grace at all ; for Grace is 
diſtinguiſhed from Nature; and the underſtanding men have by nature, 
meaning human nature, 1s not the ſame they have by Grace. for aman may 
have the one, and not the other. |

may be ſaved; It is manifeſt they believe all are in ſome meaſure aQually 
enlightned by itz inſomuch that- conſidering man in his fallen and dege- 
rate, and dead eſtate; it was impoſlible for him to live, and return to God, 
till firſt quickened, and enlightned by him; I hope by this I have ſuffici- 
ently manifeſted J. N's contradiction ; and that all things are not uni- 
form and conliſtant as he would have them thought to be. 

The next thing I have to take notice of, is J. N's anſwer to my objeCti- 
on upon his 5th Article; He tells me he cannot but admire at the ſingular 
happineſs of my Fancy, in making hus fifth Article to be the ſame in ſubſtance with 
the firſt. But I have more cauſe to admire his diſ-ingenuity in ſtating it a 
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new, with additional words, no where expreſt in the ſaid 5'h Arricle, to 
which he aſMgnsit ; which having obtruded, he makes uſe of them not on- 
Iy to Invalidate my Charge, but to ſibje:t me under an oppoſition to 
ſound and approved Doctrine, delivered by R. B. and G, K. as likewiſe 
to a contradiction of my ſelf, as by what follows may appear.
